The New York Tribune says no doubt the democratic, 


spoilsmen will be as indignant over President Taft's order 
putting 20,000 skilled laborers in the navy yards under civil 
service regulations as they are over the placing of fourth-class 
postmasters under the rules. That, too, will be proclaimed as 
a "midnight order." But as a matter of fact they have no 
reason to complain, for the order is merely a formal restora- 
tion of conditions established by Mr. Cleveland and practically, 
though not formally, continued ever since. Mr. Cleveland on 
November 2, 1896—another midnight order—placed the 
skilled labor of the navy yards under tlie regulations, carrying 
out a recommendation of the civil service commission made in 
the previous July. Since then*,these laborers have been se: 
lected solely on account of tested merit. In" 1910, However, 
the Attorney-General gave an opinion that the civil service 
law did not fn terms cover them, as it was supposed to do after 
the Cleveland order. The new order is now made to put the 
method of selecting through examination on the proper legal 
basis. That method of selection, however, has been followed 
in the-interval, and the order is not a covering in of anybody 
appointed through favor. 
It is just the perfecting of the 


long-established system.
